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“National Income of Canada, 1919-1938, Part I,’’ will be avail- 
able for distribution in March. The report with 33 tables and 41 
charts consists of about 150 pages in rotaprint edition. A general 
outline of the results of the research work lasting more than three 
years is presented in the first. chapter, while the scope and method 
are described in the second. 


Briefly, the plan included a three-way distribution, (a) by 
provinces, (b) by industrial and service groups, (c) by types of 
payment, such as salaries and wages, dividends, interest and with- 
drawals of working proprietors. A discussion of the general trend 
during the inter-war period, the productive sources and the types 
of payment constitute the main sections. Other topics are the 
gainfully occupied, provincial distribution, monthly computation, 
disposal of family income, relation to other economic factors and 
comparison with other estimates for Canada and a number of 
important countries. 


The report may be obtained from the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics at a price of fifty cents. 
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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN JANUARY 


An estimate of national income in the first month of the year was $422 
million, the gain over December with a standing of $419 million, was 0-7 p.c. 
As the estimate for January, 1940, was $405 million, an increase of $17 million 
or 4-2 p.c, was recorded. The standing in the calendar year 1940 was higher 
than in any similar period in the last ten years. The estimate of real income 
obtained by adjusting for price changes was greater in 1940 than in any other 
year in history. The real income based on prices for 1926 was $5,090 million 
last year, compared with the previous maximum of $5,022 million in 1928. 

The indexes of fundamental importance indicating the trend of conditions 
in Canada were generally favourable in January compared with the preceding 
month. The advance in business operations continued, the index of the physical 
volume of business reaching a new high point. 

Minor advances were shown in common stock and wholesale commodity 
prices. The index of wholesale prices has shown a moderate advance since 
last May. Due mainly to the advance in the last four months of 1939, the 
level of the index during 1940 was considerably higher than in the preceding 
year. The standing in January, however, was still below the intermediate 
maximum reached in 1937. 

High-grade bond prices averaged higher in January than in any month 
since August, 1939. A considerable proportion of the sharp reaction during 
the first month of hostilities has now been counterbalanced. The deposit 
liabilities of the banks showed further increase at the fisrt of January. The 
level was practically as high as on the same date of 1940. During the last 
twelve months considerable fluctuation had been shown in bank deposits due 
in part to the concentration of payments for war loans. 

The Canadian wheat in store for the week ended February 7, at 492 million 
bushels recorded a gain of nearly 160 million bushels over the stocks of the 
same week of 1940. The export clearances during the crop year to February 
7 were 55-1 million bushels compared with 74-2 million in the corresponding 
period one year before. Wheat marketings in the three Prairie Provinces for 
the first twenty-seven weeks of the crop year amounted to 309-9 million bushels 
against 368-9 million in the corresponding period of 1939-1940. The wheat 
crop of 1940 was of exceptionally high grading although slightly below the 
record set in 1939. Over 57 p.c. of the wheat graded of the 1940 August- 
December period was designated No. 1 Northern or No. 1 Hard. During 
the same period of 1939, 60 p.c. of the inspections made the two top grades. 
The small quantity of wheat below milling quality in the 1939-1940 crops 
resulted in a relatively small amount of feed grades available to the livestock 
industry. Total supplies of wheat of 1940 production added to the carry-over 
were estimated at the end of January at 852-1 million bushels and total domestic 
utilization and export for the present crop year at 276 million bushels. The 
balance for carry-over at the end of the present crop year would, therefore, 
be 576-1 million bushels compared with 300-7 million at July, 1940. 

The capacity of Canada’s 368 flour mills is placed at 98,553 barrels per 
day. The daily capacity of the mills range from ten barrels per day, of which 
there are a considerable number, to the 12,000 barrels a day of the largest mill 
located at Port Colborne. Against apparent capacity of Canada’s flour mills, 
actual production in 1940 was 16-2 million barrels, indicating an average 
operating rate of 54-9 p.c. of capacity. The domestic wheat exports were

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4-9 million bushels valued at nearly $4 million during January compared with 
10-4 million valued at $9-2 million in the same month of last year. The average 
export price per bushel was 81-4 cents compared with 89-3 cents. Considerable 
decline was shown in the quantity and value of wheat flour exports in the same 
comparison. 

Sales of refined sugar made by Canada’s ten refineries during 1940 totalled 
1,107-9 million pounds, being a decrease of 29-8 million or 2-7 p.c. from the 
sales of 1939 amounting to 1,137-7 million pounds. Stocks of refined sugar 
were built up from 248-5 million pounds at the beginning of 1940 to a total 
of 278-5 million at the beginning of this year, an increase of 30-1 million pounds. 
The total amount manufactured in the four-week period of this year was 87-2 
million pounds against 125-9 million in January, 1939. 

Livestock marketings in January were only slightly different from the 
same month a year ago, except in the case of hogs. Arrivals of cattle at stock- 
yards and packing plants were 83,700 head, practically the same as in January, 
1940. Hog deliveries continued at sharply higher levels, the run in January 
being 532,259, including live sales, compared with 393,000 a year ago. The 
cattle market was unusually active with the price trend closely following the 
upswing of the United States market for at least three-quarters of the month. 
Hog prices moved in an upward direction in Eastern Canada during January. 
Anticipation of a greater demand for bacon and pork products as a result of the 
war and relatively favourable prices for hogs are responsible for the greater 
increase in production. With a new all-time record number of hogs reported 
on farms at the first of December, the total having been 6-1 million or 28 p.c. 
greater than a year ago, a further increase was anticipated in 1941. 

During January there was an improvement in the butter situation by 2-3 
million pounds, the estimated butter shortage having been less at the beginning 
of February than it was one month before. Increased butter production in 
January accounts for over half of the improvement, the output having been 
about 1-2 million pounds greater than in January of 1940. Another feature 
was the decline in the disappearance. 

No company or individual may export cheese in Canada in shipments of 
more than 50 pounds without permission of the Dairy Products Board. Ship- 
ments of cheese to the United Kingdom by licensed exporters under instruction 
of the Board are not included in the order. 

The value of Canadian dairy products exported in 1940 was the highest 
in a number of years and showed a gain of 11-4 p.c. or $2-2 million over 1939. 
The total was $20-4 million compared with $18-2 million. The total increase 
was more than accounted for by the gain in cheese. The price index for 
Canadian farm products rose from 64-8 in January, 1939 to 67-1 at the end 
of last year or 3-5 p.c. The increase was of lesser proportions than that of 
wholesale prices generally. While the farmer is, therefore, obtaining some- 
what better prices it nevertheless requires more of his produce to buy “fully 
and cin manufactured” goods currently than it did at the beginning of the 
period. 

For the twentieth consecutive month, consumption of raw cotton by 
Canadian textile mills showed an expansion on the yearly comparison, gaining 
16-5 p.c. over the aggregate for January, 1940. There was shown, however, 
a decline of 5-9 p.c. from the Dec.mber level. January consumption was 
31,701 five-hundred pound equivalent gross bales, compared with 27,266 in 
January, 1940 and 32,665 for the preceding month. 

Shipments of newsprint were 243,394 tons in January, a decline of 879 
tons or 0-4 p.c. from the same month one year ago. Shipments to the United 
States of 192,144 tons were up 2,048 tons or 1-1 p.c. and to Canadian publishers 
up 1,050 tons to 14,591. Overseas shipments, however, showed a decline of 
3,977 tons or 98 p.c. Production as distinct from shipments in January was 
up 10,266 tons to 261,298 tons. Newsprint, with the single exception of gold, 
is Canada’s most important single commodity in export value. Wood and 
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paper exports for 1940 increased over $100 million in value to $348 million as 
compared with 1939. Exports of newsprint paper alone were valued at $151 
million surpassing the largest agricultural item of export, wheat, which was 
valued at $120 million, up $10 million from 1939. 

Operating at 85 p.c. of capacity, Canadian steel mills produced a total of 
2,011,000 tons of steel during 1940 against 1,385,000 in 1939. Blast furnaces 
in Canada operated at 78-7 p.c. of capacity, producing 1,169,000 tons of pig 
iron compared with 756,000 in 1939. Automobile production in January was 
23,195 units compared with 17,213 in the same month of last year. Production 
in December was 23,364 units and the index on the base of 1935-1939 was 142-4 
in January against 137-5. 

‘ Contracts awarded amounted to nearly $26-6 million against $8-8 million 
in the same month of last year. As contracts in December were $16-9 million, 
the index rose in the first month of the year. It is anticipated that residential 
building will be extensive during 1941, not as a result of increase in payrolls 
but as being of vital need because of the great lack of living accommodation 
in many sections of the Dominion. During 1940 the average cost of building 
materials rose to the highest level since 1929 to show an increase of between 
7 and 8 p.c. over the average price level for 1939. 

The feature of the statistics for power production during 1940 was the 
expansion of fully 16-4 p.c. in firm power reflecting the greatly accelerated rate 
of industrial operations resulting from the war effort. Deliveries to electric 
boilers fell off by 26-6 p.c. Output of central electric stations in Canada reached 
a new peak in 1940, the total having been 30-1 billion k.w.h., which was 6-1 
p.c. above the output of 1939. Firm power production used in Canada also 
established a new high point, totalling 23-1 billion k.w.h., a gain of 16-4 p.c. 
over the 19-8 billion in 1939. The Hydro Electric Power Commission of 
Ontario reported primary loads for all systems in January at 1-8 million horse- 
power against 1-7 million horsepower in January of last year, an increase of 
4-3 p.c. 

Carloadings amounted to 228,536 in January against 231,271 in the pre- 
ceding month. After seasonal adjustment the index was 123-3 on the base 
of 1935-1939 against 125-1 in December. Combined gross earnings of the 
Canadian National Railway and Canadian Pacific Railway systems showed 
substantial expansion for the month of January reaching the highest level 
for the month since 1929. Canadian National Railways reported net operating 
revenues of $3,150,394 during January, exceeding the same month of last year 
by $1,478,598. 


The Index of the Physical Volume of Business 


In line with the policy of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the index 
of the physical volume of business and its components have now been placed 
upon the new base of 1935-1939, instead of 1926, the former year of reference. 
The statistics for the 12 months of 1940 and for January, 1941, are presented 
on page 8 of the present issue. While altering the base, several important 
changes were made in the construction of the index. The value added principle, 
was used as the basis of the weighting system as compared with actual prices 
in the series previously published. The production of crude petroleum was 
added to the mining section and the textile group in manufacturing was entirely 
revised. Silk and rayon are now taken into consideration. The new index 
has not been computed for the period prior to January, 1940,’but further work 
along this line is anticipated.

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SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN JANVIER 


Les indices d’importance fondamentale illustrant la tendance des conditions au Canada sont 
généralement favorables en janvier comparativement au mois précédent. L’avance des opéra- 
tions commerciales continue et |’indice du volume physique des affaires touche un nouveau point 
élevé. 

Tl y a avance mineure du cours des actions ordinaires et des prix de gros des commodités. 
L’indice des prix de gros a modérément augmenté depuis mai dernier. A cause surtout de |’avance 
durant les quatre derniers mois de 1939, le niveau de l’indice en 1940 est considérablement plus 
élevé que l’année précédente. La position en janvier, cependant, est encore en bas du maximum 
intermédiaire touché en 1937. 

Le cours des obligations de tout repos est en moyenne plus élevé en janvier qu’en tout autre 
mois depuis aofit 1939. Une proportion considérable de la brusque réaction des premiers mois de 
guerre se trouve maintenant contre-balancée. Le passif des banques au compte des dépéts 
montre une autre augmentation le ler janvier. Le niveau est presque aussi élevé qu’A la méme 
date de 1940. Les douze derniers mois il y a eu beaucoup de fluctuations dans les dépéts bancaires, 
ce qui est dQ en partie & la concentration des paiements pour emprunts de guerre. 

Le blé canadien en magasin la semaine terminée le 7 février (492,000,000 de boisseaux) fait 
un gain de prés de 160,000,000 sur les stocks de la semaine correspondante de 1940. Les expor- 
tations de la campagne jusqu’au 7 février sont de 55,100,000 boisseaux contre 74,200,000 la pé- 
riode correspondante de l’an dernier. Les arrivages de blé dans les trois Provinces des Prairies, 
les vingt-deux premiéres semaines de la campagne, sont de 309,900,000 contre 368,900,000 la 
période correspondante de 1939-1940. La récolte de blé de 1940 est de classement exception- 
nellement élevé quoique un peu en bas du maximum de 1939. Plus de 57 p.c. du blé inspecté pen- 
dant la période d’aotit-décembre 1940 est désigné n° 1 nord oun°1dur. En la méme période de 
1939, 60 p.c. des inspections sont classées dans les deux positions supérieures. La petite quantité 
de blé qui en raison de sa qualité ne se préte pas A la mouture parmi les récoltes de 1939-1940 n’a 
fourni qu’une quantité relativement faible de classements de provende pour I’industrie du bétail. 
Les approvisionnements globaux de blé de la récolte de 1940 en plus du report sont estimés a la 
fin de janvier 4 852,100,000 boisseaux; la consommation domestique et les exportations de la 
présente campagne sont de 276,000,000 boisseaux. La balance A reporter a la fin de la présente 
campagne serait donc de 576,100,000 boisseaux contre 300,700,000 en juillet 1940. 

La capacité des 368 moulins A farine au Canada est fixée 4 98,553 barils par jour. La capa- 
cité quotidienne des moulins varie de 10 barils par jour, et le nombre de ces moulins est considé- 
rable, 4 12,000 barils pour le moulin le plus grand situé & Port Colbourne. En regard de la 
capacité potentielle des moulins a farine du Canada, la production réelle en 1940 est de 16,200,000 
barils, soit un taux moyen d’opération de 54-9 p.c. de la capacité. Les exportations canadiennes 
de blé sont de 4,900,000 boisseaux (prés de $4,000,000) en janvier contre 10,400,000 ($9,200,000) 
le mois correspondant de l’an dernier. Le prix moyen d’exportation par boisseau est de 81-4 
cents contre 89-3 cents. Il y a déclin considérable dans la quantité et la valeur des exporta- 
tions de farine de blé dans la méme comparaison. 

Les ventes de sucre raffiné de dix raffineries canadiennes en 1940 sont de 1,107,900,000 
livres, diminution de 29,800,000 ou de 2-7 p.c. sur 1939 (1,137,700,000 livres). Les stocks de 
sucre raffiné passent de 248,500,000 livres au commencement de 1940 & 278,500,000 au commen- 
cement de 1941, augmentation de 30,100,000 livres. La quantité globale fabriquée, les 
quatre premiéres semaines de cette année, est de 87,200,000 livres contre 125,900,000 en janvier 
1939. 

Les ventes de bétail en janvier ne différent que peu de celles du mois correspondant de 1940, 
excepté dans le cas des porcs. Les arrivages de bétes A cornes aux parcs & bestiaux et aux salai- 
sons sont de 83,700 tétes, presque que le méme chiffre qu’en janvier 1940. Les livraisons de 
pores se poursuivent a des niveaux grandement supérieurs: 532,259 tétes en janvier, y compris 
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les ventes d’animaux vivants, contre 393,000 l’an dernier. Le marché des bétes A cornes est 
exceptionnellement actif et la tendance des prix suit de prés la hausse du marché des Etats-Unis 
durant au moins les trois quarts du mois, Les prix du pore montent dans |’Est du Canada en 
janvier. La prévision d’une plus forte demande de bacon et de produits du pore & la suite de la 
guerre et les prix relativement favorables des porcs sont la cause de l’augmentation plus grande 
de la production. On prévoit une nouvelle augmentation en 1941, car au ler décembre le nombre 
de pores sur les fermes touche un chiffre sans précédent: 6,100,000 ou 28 p.c. de plus que |’an 
dernier. 

En janvier il y a amélioration de la situation du beurre qui augmente de 2,300,000 livres; la 
pénurie estimative de beurre est moindre au commencement de janvier qu’un mois auparavant. 
La production plus grande de beurre en janvier est cause de la moitié de l’amélioration; la produc- 
tion est d’environ 1,200,000 livres plus considérable qu’en janvier 1940. Un autre facteur est le 
déclin de la disparition. 

Aucune compagnie ni particulier au Canada ne peuvent exporter de fromage par plus de 50 
livres & la fois sans la permission de la Commission des Produits Laitiers. Les expéditions de 
fromage au Royaume-Uni par les exportateurs autoris¢és sur instruction de la Comimssion ne 
sont pas comprises dans ce décret. 

La valeur des produits laitiers canadiens exportés en 1940 est la plus élevée depuis plusieurs 
années et accuse un gain de 11-4 p.c. ou de $2,200,000 sur 1939. Le total est de $20,400,000 
contre $18,200,000. L’augmentation globale est plus que due aux gains du fromage. L’indice 
des prix des produits de la ferme canadienne augmente de 64-8 en janvier 1939 4 67-1 A la fin de 
Pannée ou de 3-5 p.c. L’augmentation est de proportions moindres que celle des prix de gros 
en général. Bien que le fermier obtienne, par cons¢quent, de meilleurs prix, il faut cependant 
plus de ce produit pour acheter couramment des articles “entiérement ou principalement 
ouvrés’’ qu’au commencement de la période. 

Pour le vingtiéme mois consécutif, la consommation de coton brut des filatures canadiennes 
augmente en regard de l’année précédente avec un gain de 16-5 p.c. sur l’ensemble de janvier 
1940. Il y a, cependant, déclin de 5-9 p.c. sur le niveau de décembre. La consommation en 
janvier est équivalente 4 31,701 balles brutes de 500 livres contre 27,266 en janvier 1940 et 32,665 
le mois précédent. 

Les expéditions de papier 4 journal en janvier sont de 243,394 tonnes, déclin de 879 tonnes 
ou de 0-4 p.c. sur le mois correspondant de l’an dernier. Les expéditions aux Etats-Unis sont de 
192,144 tonnes, augmentation de 2,048 tonnes ou de 1-1 p.c., et aux éditeurs canadiens, de 14,591 
tonnes, augmentation de 1,050. Les expéditions outre-mer, cependant, diminuent de 3,977 
tonnes ou de 9-8 p.c. La production, en dehors des expéditions, est de 261,298 tonnes en janvier, 
augmentation de 10,266. Le papier 4 journal, aprés l’or, est la plus importante commodité 
particuliére du Canada quant a la valeur d’exportation. Les exportations de bois et papier en 
1940 sont de $348,000,000, augmentation de $100,000,000 sur 1939. Les exportations de papier 
4 journal a elles seules valent $151,000,000, soit plus que le plus grand item agricole d’exportation, 
le blé, qui vaut $120,000,000, augmentation de $10,000,000 sur 1939. 

La sidérurgie canadienne, opérant & 85 p.c. de sa capacité, produit un’ total de 2,011,000 
tonnes d’acier en 1940 contre 1,385,000 en 1939. Les hauts fourneaux, fonctionnant 4 87-8 
p.c. de leur capacité, produisent 1,169,000 tonnes de fonte en gueuse contre 756,000 en 1939. 
La production d’automobiles en janvier est de 23,195 unités contre 17,213 le mois correspondant 
de l’an dernier. La production en décembre est de 23,364 unités et |’indice, sur la base de 1935- 
1939, est de 142-4 contre 137-5. 

Les contrats adjugés s’élévent A prés de $26,600,000 contre $8,800,000 le mois correspon- 
dant de l’an dernier. Comme en décembre les contrats valent $16,900,000, l’indice monte le 
premier mois de l’année. On prévoit que la construction de maisons d’habitation sera grande 
en 1941, non A la suite de l’augmentation des bordereaux de paye mais bien A cause de son besoin 
vital vu le grand manque de facilités de logement dans plusieurs sections du Dominion. En 
1940 le cofit moyen des matériaux de construction touche le niveau le plus élevé depuis 1929 
avec augmentation de 7 4 8 p.c. sur le niveau moyen de 1939. 

Le trafic-marchandises en janvier est de 228,536 wagons contre 231,271 le mois précédent. 
Aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres, l’indice est A 123-3 sur la basse de 1935-1939 
contre 125-1 en décembre. Les recettes brutes combinées du Canadien National et du Canadien 
Pacifique indiquent une importante expansion en janvier et touchent le niveau le plus élevé du 
mois depuis 1929, Le Canadien National a des recettes nettes d’opérations de $3,150,394 en 
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janvier, soit $1,478,598 de plus qu’en janvier 1940. Les six premiéres semaines de l’année il y a 
une importance augmentation dans le trafic-marchandises, soit un peu moins de 7 p.c. de plus 
que la période correspondante de 1940. Il y a déclin dans les chargements de grain, tandis que 
la division des produits forestiers montre une fermeté marquée. Le mouvement du bois augmente 
de 58 p:c., tandis qu’il y a gain de 34 p.c. et de 6 p.c. respectivement pour le bois de pulpe et le 
papier. Le nombre d’employés des chemins de fer canadiens monte 4 121,550 en novembre 
1940 comparativement & 118,399 en novembre 1939. Le bordereau de paye passe de $16,100,000 
& $16,574,000. Des contrats pour 625 wagons a ballast, 4 minerai et plats sont accordés par le 
Canadien National & la National Steel Corporation, 4 l’Eastern Car Company Limited et a la 
Canadian Car and Foundry Limited. TI est aussi annoncé que 100 wagons réfrigérateurs d’une 
capacité de 40 tonnes seront construits dans les ateliers du C.N.R. 4 Winnipeg. 


Les ventes des magasins 4 rayons au Canada augmentent de 10 p.c. sur celles de janvier 
1940 mais tombent en bas de la moitié du volume d’affaires de décembre. Le déclin en regard 
de septembre est plus grand que d’habitude a cette époque de |’année et refléte la réaction en 
retour du haut niveau des achats des consommateurs le dernier mois de l’année. L’indice ajusté 
des ventes est 4 122-6 contre 132-2 en décembre et 112-6 en janvier de l’an dernier. L’indice du 
coitdela vie, sur labase de 1935-1939, monte A 108-3 en janvier contre 108-0 en décembre et 103-8 
le mois correspondant de 1940. Les indices du coft de la vie récemment construits dans huit 
cités accusent des avances entre aofit 1939 et décembre 1940 comme suit: Halifax, 15-2 p.c.; 
Saint John, 12-4 p.c.; Montréal, 10-5 p.c.; Toronto, 7-6 p.c.; Winnipeg, 10-2 p.c.; Saskatoon, 
12-2 p.c.; Edmonton, 9-8 p.c.; et Vancouver, 9-1 p.c. En dehors des cités maritimes et de 
Toronto, les avances sont étroitement groupées autour de 10 p.c. 

L’indice des prix de gros des commodités fait trois petits gains hebdomadaires en janvier; 
l’avance est de 0-7 p.c. A 84-8. A ce point, le niveau moyen des prix est le plus élevé depuis le 
troisiéme trimestre de 1937 et indique un gain net de 17-3 p.c. depuis aofit 1939. 


Les exportations canadiennes en janvier, & l’exception de l’or, sont évaluées & $86,900,000 
contre $90,100,000 le mois correspondant de l’an dernier, Les exportations étrangéres valent 
$2,031,191 contre $743,704 l’an dernier. La réduction des exportations de blé est un facteur 
important du total inférieur du mois. Les exportations globales du Canada, & l’exception de 
Vor, valent $1,179,000,000 en 1940, augmentation de 18 p.c. sur le sommet de 1937 et d’au moins 
16 p.c. sur la moyenne des dix derniéres années. Une proportion plus grande (56 p.c.) des mar- 
chandises canadiennes vont 4 des pays de l’Empire que |’année précédente. C’est dd en partie 
aux fortes expéditions de matériel de guerre et de nécessités civiles aux Royaume-Uni et en 
particulier au fait que virtuellement toute l’Europe continentale est rayée de la zone commerciale 
canadienne. A cause de |’activité commerciale des Etats-Unis, des commandes plus fortes d’une 
grande variété d’articles qu’expédie le Canada au grand marché du sud ont été remplies durant 
Vannée. Le Canada importe des Etats-Unis des fournitures de guerre évaluées 4 $48,400,000 
en 1940. De cette somme, $28,100,000 vont pour l’aviation militaire et $9, 600,000 pour des 
moteurs d’avion. 


Indice du volume physique des affaires— 

Comformément 4 la ligne de conduite du Bureau Fédéral de la Statistique, l’indice du volume 
physique des affaires et ses facteurs sont maintenant calculés d’aprés la nouvelle base de 1935- 
1939, au lieu de 1926, ancienne année de base. Les statistiques des 12 mois de 1940 et de janvier 
1941 sont présentées a la page 8 du présent numéro. Tout en modifiant la base, plusieurs change- 
ments importants ont été faits dans la construction de l’indice. Le principe de la valeur ajoutée 
sert de base au systéme de pondération en regard des prix réels au cours de la période de base 
dans les séries publiées précédemment. La production de pétrole brut est ajoutée A la section 
des mines et le groupe des textiles dans la section des manufactures est entiérement revisée. La 
soie et la rayonne sont maintenant prises en considération. Le nouvel indice n’est pas calculé 
pour la période antérieure & janvier 1940, mais on prévoit d’autres calculs en ce sens.
